REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

This paper is submitted responsive to the Office Action 
mailed June 19, 2007. In the aforesaid action, the Examiner has 
indicated that claims 8, 11, 13 and 14 as containing allowable 
subject matter, and allowed claims 17 and 18. By the present 
amendment, each independent claim has been amended to recite 
allowable subject matter, and it is believed that the 
application is in condition for allowance.
